W ashington, Dec. IO-—Secretary of 
the Navy Long in an interview y eater- 
day expressed the hope that the present 
civil eervtoe system will not be impaired. 
He said he had entire sympathy with 
the congressman who are brought di­ 
rectly in contact with applicants for 
official position, but believed that the 
president is right and should be sus­ 
tained. 
He wa* of opinion that the 
greet body of people have no desire to 
go beck to the old system—certainly not 
if their attention is called to the merits 
of the case. 
He mid: 
“ I. The government gets bettor ser­ 
vice. The civil service examinations are 
mach better than represented, but even 
at their worst, they result in furnishing 
most competsnt clerks who, instead of 
looking to political influence for their 
retention in office, know that that de­ 
pends on their merit and good work. 
The power of removal which hangs over 
them all the time, aud which should 
never be impaired, aud which the heads 
of deportments are constantly invoking 
in cases of inefficiency, keeps them up 
to the mark. 
”2. The congressmen themselves, as 
well as the heads of departments, are 
relieved from what used to be an incess­ 
ant drive upon them, taking half their 
time. Under the old system, where 
they pleased one, they made enemies 
of IO. More and more, as the new sys­ 
tem becomes settled, will this relief in­ 
crease. 
”8. The applicant for office is put on 
a true democratic and American fooling. 
The old system was absolutely undemo­ 
cratic and nm- American. If there is a 
democratic or American principle, it is 
that every man shall have a chance aud 
win according to his merit. 
The secretary added. 
“ A strong ap­ 
peal to smash the civil service is made 
to congress by those who are out, be­ 
cause they regard it as the one obstacle 
to their getting in. But if were smashed 
and changes made, the number of the 
unprovided for woald still be IO or more 
to one, just as at present, and the disap­ 
pointment would be so widereaching 
that the dissatisfaction with members 
of congress for changing the law for the 
particular benefit of only a few, would 
be greater, he added, than it is now for 
letting it stand for the general benefit 
of all.”

Madrid, Dec. IO.—The Carlist organa 
throughout Spain are making capital 
out of a pronunciamento delivered by 
Senor Saga st a against the autonomy 
scheme. The Carlist minority in the 
cor tea having issued a protest in which 
it drew a clear distinction between 
political and administrative autonomy, 
Senor Sagasta unexpectedly echoed the 
sentiments of the protest in a speech de­ 
claring that the nation was “animated 
by the feeling first expressed by the 
Carlist minority.” 
He affirmed that the country had not 
poured itB blood and treasure into Cuba 
as a vain sacrifice, but in order to retain 
the colonies as an integral portion of 
her dominion and that the government's 
action in granting political autonomy to 
the Cubans “ was in opposition to the 
feeling of tho country aud to the solid­ 
arity of the nation.” 
The Carlist* hail this, coupled with 
General Weyler’s attitude, as a sign 
that even tho Liberals regard the gov­ 
ernment of the regency as doomed and 
are already preparing to leave a sinking 
ship. The Carlist organs daily attack 
the regency and refer to the Duke of 
Madrid (Don Carlos) openly es El Rey. 
It may be noted that no steps are taksa 
against these journals.

He said he had entire sympathy with 
the congressmen who are brought di­ 
rectly in contact with applicant# for 
official position, but believed that the 
president is right and should be sus­ 
tained. 
He was of opinion that the 
great body of people have no desire to 
go back to the old system—certainly not 
if their attention is called to the merits 
of the cane. 
He said: 
‘♦I. The government gets better ser­ 
vice. The civil service examinations are 
mach better than represented, but even 
at their worst, they result in fam ishing 
most competent darks who, instead of 
looking to political influence for their 
retention in office, know that that de­ 
pends on their merit and good work. 
The power of removal which hangs over 
them all the time, aud which should 
never be impaired, aud which the heads 
of departments are constantly invoking 
in cases of inefficiency, keeps them up 
to the mark. 
*f, The congressmen themselves, as 
well as the heads of departments, are 
relieved from what used to be an incess­ 
ant drive upon them, taking half their 
time. 
Under the old system, where 
they pleased oms they made enemies 
of IO. 
More and more, as the new sys­ 
tem becomes so uled, will this relief in ­ 
crease. 
“8. The applicant for office is put on 
a true democratic and American footing. 
The old system was absolutely undemo­ 
cratic aud un American. 
If there is a 
democratic or American principle, it is 
that every man shall have a chance aud 
win according to his merit. 
The secretary added. 
“ A strong ap­ 
peal to smash the civil service is made 
to congress by those who are out, be­ 
cense they regard it as the one obstacle 
to their getting in. But if were smashed 
and change* made, the number of the 
unprovided for would still be IO or more 
to one, just as at present, and the disap­ 
pointment would be so w ideranging 
that the dissatisfaction with members 
of congress for changing the law for the 
particular benefit of only a few, would 
be greater, he added, than it is now fer 
letting it stand for the general benefit 
of all.*’
